WASHINGTON im ^ Th e prices 
of farm products, jumping 8 per 
cent in the last five months, have 
recovered to their levels of a y ear 
ago. 
A S per cent increase between 
mid-April and mid-May —the larg­ 
est for a single month in a long 
time—was reported y esterday by 
the Agriculture Department. 
Farm price levels took on ma­ 
jor political significance as they 
declined steadily last y ear. Demo­ 
crats criticized the 
Eisenhower 
administration’s farm policies and 
predicted Democratic victories in 
the Farm Belt as a result. Rept^- 
licans have watched happily the 
price increases this y ear. 
The mid-May price level still 
was 22 per cent below the high 
point reached in February 1951, 
when the Korean War sent prices 
up .sharply . 
There was no indication whether 
the increase this y ear will con­ 
tinue. Farm prices normally rise 
during the winter and k te spring 
and tend to drop off as new crops 
are harvested.

Simon Ward, columnist for the 
Daily Sketch, also declared a com­ 
panion on the “dr^' run” plot took 
up a position fiom which he could 
have fired almoeA pointblaidc at 
the Queen. 
Ward said he made the test y es­ 
terday at the trooping of the color 
ceremony marking the celebra­ 
tion of the Queen’s 30th birthday . 
Because of rumors that gunmen 
from strife - tom Cy prus have 
slipped into England with designs 
against the roy al family , hundreds 
of extra police lined the parade 
route and armed Scotland Yard 
security men mingled with the 
crowds. 
But Ward termed the security 
» rrangemcnts "a farce.” 
Writing in his colurrai “Inside 
Information,” be said: 
“I went as an assassin—4in^av- 
en, tieless, with a ‘bomb’ wrapped 
in paper in my hands—ji» t to test 
how secure the security was. 
“N(rf)ody challenged me. 
“On the o^her side of the narrow 
road leading from the Mail to the 
Horse Guards parade, I stationed 
Comrade X—with a canpas sports 
bag that might easily have con­ 
tained a gun. 
“Nobody challenged him either. 
“For two hours before the Queen 
rode past—sidesaddle In her bright 
scarlet uniform—we mingled with 
the crowd. 
“I waved my *boinb’-Hi biscuit 
tin under an ashtray with a black 
ebony plunger, wrapped in brown 
paper and tied with string—under 
the noses of two constables. 
“I asked thek advice on where 
to stand so I could be aa near 
m possdi^e to the Queen.

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. m - 
Britain refused today to rewrite 
Its proposal for further peace- 
m ^ing in the Middle Blast despite 
an Arab warning that in its pres- 
ent form it would b e self - defeat­ 
ing. 
The U.N. Security Council sched- 
uled further deb ate today on the 
British resolution, 
which 
asked 
that Secretary General Dag Ham­ 
marskjö ld “continue his good of­ 
fices” to prevent war b etween 
Israel and her Arab neigWb ors. 
The term “good offices” waa 
the stumb ling b lock. The Acatoe 
want it qualified to prwent Ham­ 
marskjö ld from working for the 
final peace .settlement which the 
Arab s have refused to reach with 
Israel. The Arab s are willing for 
Ilammerskjold to work only for 
enfM’cement of the military pro­ 
vision« of the 1949 armistice. 
Sir Pierson Dixon of Britain 
told reporters he would “make 
some clarifications” in a speech 
ab out the resolution. But Dixon 
said he would not amend Uie re« o- 
lution, Djalal .Ab doh of Iran saad 
that unless it was chan-ged, he 
would propose amendments. 
Arab . Iranian and Soviet dele­ 
gates had asked the council for 
changes.

Ancient documents telling of near­ 
ly 200 tons of buried gold and 
silver may touch off a vast treai- 
urehunt in the Holy Land. But an 
•Xpert was quick to throw cdd 
water on any hopes that might be 
raised. 
The 
Jordan 
government 
an­ 
nounced today that two 2,000-year- 
old “Dead Sea Scrolls” examined 
at Manchester University teH of a 
fabulous hoard ol gold and silver 
buried in 60 caches along the 
Israel-Jordan border west of the 
Dead Sea. 
“It was the first ancient docu­ 
ment of its kind—a guide to treas­ 
ure trove—ever to be found,” said 
Dr. GeraH Lankester Harding, 
Jordan’s director of antiquities. 
Harding warned that the huge 
amount of riches listed in the doc­ 
uments was “obviously a fantastic 
figure.” 
That, he said, “coupled with the 
depth at which some of the hoards 
are alleged to lie—16 to 18 feet— 
makes one doubt the authenticity 
of the stories.” 
Harding added that the locality 
of the treasure, if any, would be 
hard to identify because the ter­ 
rain must have changed a lot in 
2,000 years. 
But the directions contained in 
the scrolls were specific enough 
to fire the imagination of most 
treasure hunters. They gave such 
clues as: 
“In the cistern which is below 
the rampart of the east side in a 
place hollowed out of the rock, 600 
bars of silver, . . . 
“dost by, below the south cor­ 
ner of the portico at Zadok’s 
tomb, and underneath the pilaster 
in the exedras (forum), a vessel 
of incense in pinewood and a ves­ 
sel of incense in cas.sia wood. 
“In the pit nearby toward the 
north, near the graves, in a hole 
opening to the north, there is a 
copy of this book, with explana­ 
tions, meamireiments and all de­ 
tails.” 
The scrolls were among other 
relics found in Dead Sea caves 
ov€ T the past nine yeani. 
The y 
have helped archaeologists and 
historians piece out a new history 
of the Holy I.and in the century 
before Christ’s birth.

NEW YORK (At—All m« i who 
have ^ven up hope of success of 
love b e c a u s e they are middle- 
aged, paunchy and bald can take 
heart from Robert Weede. 
Weede, Broadway’s newest mat­ 
inee idol, is neither young nor tall 
nor dark nor handsome. 
He is stocky and plump-featured, 
he is admittedly middle-aged, and 
he has freckles on an indisput£ j>ly 
baid head. 
Far foom being defect« , these 
assets — plus a beguiling smile 
and a fine voice — won him over­ 
night one of the year’s greatest 
successes in the theater. 
Weede, one of America’s best 
baritones, was 
a Broadway un­ 
known when he opened a few 
weeks ago in Frank Loesser’s 
“The Most Happy Fella,” hailed 
by critics as America’s finest folk 
opera since “Porgy and Bess.” 
He played the role of Tony, an 
aging bachelor winegrower who 
WOOS a pretty waitress by corre- 
.spondence. She is at first taken 
aback by Tony’s appearance, but 
she marries him anyway, discov­ 
ers he has a heart of gold and falls 
truly and deeply in love with him. 
The fact she is bearing a child by 
another man bothers Tony only 
briefly. He decides that at his age 
it is better to have a pretty chick 
writih a child than no chick at all. 
Well, sir, the old gaffers in the 
audience, many of whom presum­ 
ably bad courted fair young maids 
wdth less happj' results, darn near 
flooded the theater with tears at 
the sight of Tony’s victory, 
So(Mi Weede was measuring his 
fan mail with buckets, and most 
of the letters were in feminine 
handwriting. Tony had stirred the 
sentimental ladies, too. 
I asked Weede what he himself 
thought, off stage, about May-and- 
Noven^>er romances, and he re­ 
plied stoutly: 
“I have the same philosophy 
Tony did. Honest love can make 
up for a lot of differences between 
people — differences in age or 
shape OT background.” 
When “The Most Happy Feila” 
became an immediate hit, the 
word went out: 
“Who is thus guy. Weede? Where 
did he learn to act?” 
This rather mystified W’eede, 
who asked mikUy: 
“What did they think I've been 
doing all these years in (H>era?” 
Weede, a cow:ert star for two 
decades, ha« sung with every ma­ 
jor opera cmnpany in America, 
inckiding the Metropolitan. 
He is still puzzled that his ap­ 
pearance in a single Broadway 
show has brought him more na­ 
tional attention than two decades 
of skiging operatic arias. 
But 
Weede is a mellow, cheerful artist 
quite content to take fame and 
fortune m they come. 
He is a gentle optimist and a 
strong b^ever in the doctrine of 
“ the helping hand.” 
Weede, left fatherless at 15, 
raised and sold vegetables to pay 
part of his tuition, büi » ays that 
a helptful sister, who later became 
an educator berseK, was “the 
mainsprif^ of my career. 
“We’re all such self-made peo­ 
ple today,” he added, “and actual­ 
ly I don’t think any of us are self- 
made. 
“We aü have a hard time, but 
there are always people who want 
to help us. I can’t even count all 
the people who helped me along 
the way. 
“Many people, of course, do 
have bad luck. But there are 
others, who, if they made a harder 
effort to improve their own gifts, 
would find it easier to go ahead. 
“You must, first of all, prepare 
yourseK and be ready for the help- 


ing hand when K conies. Other­ 
wise, no one can help you.” 
If Weede sounds a bit Use a 
teacher, weM — that’e what he is. 
In recent years he has aided a 
number of young singers to launch 
their careers by giving them vt^e 
lessons. 
He believes that, once you ac­ 
cept a hewing hand, your greatest 
pririlege in life — as soon as you 
are able — is to extend one of 
your own to othens.

Objects which hav e a trace of some 
past or outmoded custom, something 
that serv es as a memorial to a person 
or ev ent are considered relic« . Indiv id­ 
uals from boy hood on up collect them 
oftimes in such numbers they become a 
bane of ex istence to a housewife, especi­ 
ally at springtime. 
Then she sees that 
these objects are surreptitiously remov ­ 
ed to less conspicuous places in the base­ 
ment, attic or garage. 
Hie human being has an innate de­ 
sire to collect things of historic flav or. 
That is one reason why we hav e histori­ 
cal societies. 
These organizations like 
to accumulate relics and also written 
documents about ev ents of the past. 
Some communities hav e such interest 
tin these things they prov ide special 
places—such as a museum—for housing 
the articles. 
These then become great 
centers of interest, not only for home 
folks and school children, but also for 
tourists. 
A study of community , county and 
state history as a part of the education 
of children i« just as v ital as delv ing 
into books on ancient world history . His­ 
toric relics and documents of local in­ 
terest help implement this study . 
A museum as a means of housing the 
written documents and relics is usually 
considered something only a big city 
may acquire. 
But small communities 
are becoming more and more eager to 
ifind some permanent and consistent 


means of accumulating historic objects 
of the local area before they become 
lost or disposed of elsewhere, or de­ 
stroy ed entirely . 
Pettis County fortunately has been 
accorded space in the corridors of 
the 
county courthouse. 
Attractiv e show­ 
cases already harbor numerous v aluable 
mementos of ev ents of the past. 
The Historical Society appreciates the 
accommodation prov ided by the county 
court. 
But use of the courthouse 
facil­ 
ities should be only a temporary dev ice 
because more and more relics are being 
acquired and more and more could be 
obtained if there were places to put 
them on display . Soon there will be no 
more space in the courthouse. 
Pettis County has reached the point 
where it should start considering seri­ 
ously acquiring property for a suitable 
museum. 
At one time those interested 
in this project cast longing ey es on the 
old Ev ans’ property , southeast corner of 
Broadway and Massachusetts. 
But not 
hav ing the means to finance buy ing this 
site for a museum the local Historical 
Society lost out to the school board 
which recently purchased the property 
as part of a long range program to pro­ 
v ide future needs of the school sy stem. 
Nev ertheless the adv ocates of a mu­ 
seum are not entirely discouraged if 
they can arouse more popular interest 
in support of the idea of hav ing a Pet­ 
tis County Museum in Sedalia.

WASHINGTON — Sen. J ohn McClellan of Ark­ 
ansas, who can be an awfully tough prosecuting 
attorney , seems to be on the way to getting 
tough with Vioe President Nix on’s so-called 
“ anchor man,” Murray Chotiner. He has sub­ 
poenaed Chotiner's records, books, and bank aa- 
eounts. 
Ifcis g-amo about after Chotiner refused to turn 
hie records ov er to Bob Kennedy , brother of 
Sen. J ack Kennedy of Massachusetts, who is 
counsel of the Senate inv estigating committee. 
Kennedy had phoned Chotiner to ask a question 
about hi* activ ities on behalf of a west coast 
airline case. 
Chotiner refused to tell him any ­ 
thing. 
“ Why , Ifeto Is nothing but a political fishing 
ex pedition.” ex claimed the close friend and cam­ 
paign manager of Vice President Nix on. 
“ I'm 
not going to teM y ou any thing.” 
Actually , the McClellan committee has leaned 
ov er backward to treat Chotiner with kid glov es. 
Though this same committee rode roughshod 
ov er Gen. Harry Vaughan and J ohn Maragon — 
with some justice — and though a long list of 
witnesses were cross-ex amined and sometimes 
browbeaten by the same committee when J oe 
McCarthy was chairman, McCarthy et al were 
almost obsequious when Chotiner appeared be* 
fore H. 
Chotiner’« Influence 
Chotiner of course not only managed Nix on’s 
campaign for the Senate in 19 50, but his cam­ 
paign for v ice president, plus the campaigns of 
sev eral GOP congressmen In California. More 
recently he has been a member of the GOP 
National Committee campaign school. Chotiner 
has also represented sev eral criminals with 
cases before the federal gov ernment, plus air­ 
lines, a debt-collecing agency , and other clients 
in need of an attorney with influence. 
AH this caused Counsel Kennedy to get tough. 
After Chotiner refused to giv e him any informa­ 
tion, Kennedy wrote Chotiner a letter asking in 
black and white for the information requested, 
also about other matters. Chotiner replied with 
a flat refusal. He claimed that Kennedy 's re­ 
quest inv olv ed matters pertaining to his clients. 
Kennedy then went to McClellan and ex plained 
the situation. 
McClellan promptly authorized 
Kennedy to subpoena Chotiner’s papers. 
This 
was done. 
Note — It will be interesting to see how much 
influence Chotiner will be able to muster in his 
own defense. He has been able to muster quite 
a bit for others, so should hav e no trouble get-

CoafUet of Interest?? 
GOP Sen. J ohn Bricker of Ohio, whose Co­ 
lumbus law firm collects legal fees from the 
Pennsy lv ania Railroad, has taken an interesting 
stand regarding freight-car shortage. 
Am of today , more freight rolls toward New 
York than roils away from it. As a result east­ 
ern railroads hav e made more money by retain­ 
ing box cars owned by western lines. They can 
<to this prov ided they pay the owners a mere 
$2.40 a day , as required by the interstate com­ 
merce commission. 
As a result. Sens. Andrew Schoeppel (R-Kan*.) 
and Warren Magnuson <D-Wash.) hav e proposed 
that the ICC be giv en the power to penalize a 
railroad which fails to return the freight cars 
of another line. Their proposal would allow the 
ICC to boost toe $240 rate to a penalty lev el 
whenev er a freight-car shortage dev elops, as, 
for ex ample, during the wheat harv est. 
Howev er, the Pennsy lv ania Railroad, client of 
the Bricker law firm, is opposed to this change. 
And Bricker has become quite diligent about 
attending meetings of the Senate Commerce 
Committee, though prev iously his attendance 
was spotty . 
When the subject of freight-car penalties came 
up in a secret committee session the other day , 
Bricker stalled for time. 
“ The eastern railroads art opposed to this 
bill,” he insisted. 
“ It’s going to be ex pensiv e 
for them if they hav e to pay a higher per diem 
rate. 
“ In order that I can consider the matter fur­ 
ther, I’d like to read the record and would like 
te hav e this put ov er untH toe nex t session two 
weeks from now.” he requested, though he had 
already had considerable time to study the case. 
“ The box car shortage is serious, and we’v e 
got to do something,” repeated Magnuson. 
In the end, the committee deferred to sena­ 
torial courtesy and granted Bricker’s request. 
Washington Pipeline 
Postmaster General Summerfield has forbid­ 
den postal employ ees to complain against the 
post office ex cept through the superiors. They 
also aren’t allowed to furnish critical informa­ 
tion to the press or to Congress without per­ 
mission of their bosses. 
This is probably the 
most brazen gag order ev er issued by a gov ern­ 
ment department. Both Democratic and Repub­ 
lican congressmen are up in arms ov er the 
Summerfield order, which they fear may v io­ 
late a citizen’s constitutional right to petition 
Congress.

They ’v e been 
getting their hair mussed in the 
worst clobbering handed the court 
in 20 y ears. 
Southerners are the loudest com- 
plainer« . There are others. 
The complaint: that the court 
is inv ading states’ rights—for ex ­ 
ample, in outlawing public school 
segregation—and that the court is 
making 
laws 
rather 
than 
in­ 
terpreting them. 
There are now perhaps 50 pro­ 
posals m Congress—bills, resolu­ 
tions, 
constitutional amendments 
—t o curb the power of the gov ern­ 
ment or the court, undo what the 
court has done, or otherwise re­ 
buke it. Most of them, if no t all, 
seem headed nowhere. 
The court has been a target 
from the beginning of the gov ern­ 
ment. Each time the source of 
toe attack depends on whose ox 
is gored. 
In this period it has become a 
regular occupation for Southern 
Democrats 
in 
Congress 
to 
de­ 
nounce or wag a warning finger 
in the direction of the justices one 
block away . 
It’s the derisions handed down 
•ince Chief J ustice Earl Warren 
took his job in March 1954 which 
hav e sparked most of the attacks.

Many husbands and wiv es hav e 
joint ownership of their home, 
car, bank account, and other prop­ 
erty because they feel it is the 
best way of holding ownership to 
property . 
In most of these husband and 
wife joint 
ownerships, 
a para­ 
mount consideration is that Mis­ 
souri law automatically creates 
a 
“ tenancy by the entirety ,” and the 
surv iv or becomes the owner of 
the property upon the death of 
the other. Before any one enters 
into any ty pe of joint ownership 
of property , it is important to 
understand 
the 
possible 
adv an­ 
tages and disadv antages of such 
an arrangement. 
One reason which prompts many 
people — including husbands and 
wiv es—to enter joint ownership of 
property is that prov ision can be 
made for toe title to the property 
to pass to the surv iv or without 
toe necessity for probate adminis­ 
tration of such property . 
But joint tenancy is not a sub­ 
stitute for a will, because it ap­ 
plies only to the property speci­ 
fied in a deed or other legal instru­ 
ment. Thus, a surv iv or may still 
be faced with the administration 
and probate of the balance of the 
estate. 
The 
popular 
impression 
that 
property in joint names is free 
in whole or part from the Federal 
estate tax is a my th. J oint prop­ 
erty with the right of surv iv or­ 
ship is fully tax able in the estate 
of the first joint owner to die in 
the same proportion that he or 
she contributed to the purchase 
of the property . -Unless y ou are 
completely guided, y ou might hav e 
to pay an estate tax on y our own 
money if y our wife dies first. 
J oint tenancy appears simple, 
but it is not. Rigid legal limita­ 
tions apply and some of them will 
probably surprise y ou. Some of 
the disadv antages of joint tenancy 
are as follows: 
1. A 
common danger 
is that 
joint tenants—ev en husband and 
wife—may disagree in such day - 
to-day problems as management, 
repairs, div ision of income from 
the property , and other factors. 
2. Once property is placed in 
joint tenancy , it usually can be 
changed only by consent of all 
joint tenants. 
3. An original sole owner who 
enters joint tenancy , can there­ 
after sell only his part interest 
unless the other joint tenant, or 
tenants, agree. Moreov er, a man 
who puts title to his property joint­ 
ly in his wife’s name and then 
changes his mind, cannot require 
her to giv e her interest back to 
him. 
4. Either joint tenant may legal­ 
ly withdraw the whole amount on 
deposit in a bank account. 
Since joint tenancy may or may 
not be adv isable in y our case, 
y ou should carefully consider all 
circumstances—including not only 
estate tax but also income tax 
problems—and hav e the adv an­ 
tage of professional adv ice. 
Circumstances do change so that 
joint tenancy may be toe correct 
thing to do today but incorrect 
under 
changed 
circumstances. 
Ev en after y ou make y our original 
decision, be sure to rev iew it pe­ 
riodically .

This is a disease about which 
we’re likely to hear more. 
During the past eight y ears the 
fungus was demonstrated in about 
a third of all dogs, a fifth of aH 
cats, about three out of a 
100 
rats, opossums, fox es and wood­ 
chucks in Ijoudoun County , Vir­ 
ginia. 
Studies in Minnesota hav e shown 
high rates of infection in certain 
households in local areas. 
These and other studies suggest 
that the fungus is widely distribut­ 
ed and may be av ailable almost 
any where to cause trouble. 
Its 
highest frequency , so far, has been 
in the areas of the Mississippi, 
Missouri and Ohio riv er v alley *. 
There are many other interest­

of 
histoplasmosis. 
Among them is the fact that it i* 
by no mean s safe to study thi* 
fu n g u s in th e laboratory . In 1951, 
for ex ample, th ere was a report 
summarizing 1,342 histoplasmosis 
infections p resu mab ly acquired a* 
the resu lt of lab o rato ry work in 
the Un ited States alo n e.

The outlook 
is good for those attacked by the 
most common form, that in which 
there is primary inv olv ement of 
the lu n g s. Howev er, so far tihe 
common antibiotic and chemical 
agents do not ap p ear to hav e much 
v alue in treatment.

In these days of airplanes and 
autos, it is a fascinating thing to 
realize how extensively people trav­ 
elled in the days when sdl forms 
of transport were slow, difficult, 
uncomfortable, and often danger­ 
ous. 
When the Riel Rebellion broke 
out in W’estern Canada in 1870 the 
greatest problem confronting Col. 
Wolesley was to get his regular 
troops and militia from Ontario and 
Quebec to the scene of action. 
From the lake head a t Port .Arthur 
onward, six hundred miles of un- 
tratAed wilderness intervened. In 
the American Revolutionary War 
General 
Washington 
m ust 
have 
travelled entnigh to tire a hardy 
man. During the Civil War, rail­ 
roading and telegraphy had advan­ 
ced eriough to maJce travel and 
communication easier. But in re­ 
cent reading I have been impressed 
with the immense distances cover­ 
ed by political and m ilitary lead­ 
ers, on slow and uncomfortable 
trains. 
It is not easy to picture all this 
when one considers the great ad­ 
vancement of today. But travel in 
the more ancient tim es is all the 
more impressive and amcmg the 
ancient travellers one of the great­ 
est and most intrepid undo4k>tedly 
was the .Apostle Paul. 
It would 
take much time to figure the ap­ 
proximate mileage of St. Paul’s 
journeys. In a rough survey I esti­ 
m ate that he must have travelled 
at least five thousand miles, and 
I am not sure but the figure would 
be nearer ten thousand. 
We can trace much of Paul’s 
going from place to place. But it 
is somewhat rem arkable that, of 
all that travel the only vivid ac­ 
count is of the sea journey and 
shkiwreck. in Acts 27. How other­ 
wise did Paul travel? On foot? Or 
on horseback? By camel? In cara­ 
van with other travellers, as on 
the fam<ws journey to Damascus, 
when he saw the vision that trans­ 
formed his life?

It is unfinisbed, too in the world 
at large. Despite ail Christian pro­ 
gress, evM and violence, fostered 
by ignorance, confront the Cliria- 
lian gospel of love and grace with 
aggressive and persistent power. 
The world needs new Paule, and 
many of them.

Modernizing an old closet from 
an eyesore the family skeleton 
wouldn’t consider haunting into a 
gleaming model of efficient and at­ 
tractive storage calls for a .stout 
heart, firm resolve and s t r o n g 
b ack. But the results will b e 
source of housekeeping pride for 
years to come. 
This is the time of year to tackle 
the job . Those dark and dingy cor­ 
ners in closets can b ecome a per­ 
fect b reeding ground for moths and 
other insects. 
A talk with consultants at the 
Matico Home Planning Bureau who 
charted b efore-and-after transfor­ 
mation of an old closet b olsters 
my resolve to dig into one particu­ 
larly disorderly spot b efore hot 
summer weather makes the pros­ 
pect even less pleasing. 
The first and hardest step, to me, 
is to drag out everything and make 
an honest appraisal of the contents. 
The general accumulation 
t ha t 
works itself to the top and rear 
of large closets can often b e cut

in half b y a strict sorting-out policy. 
(Will Junior really miss the stamp 
collection he lost interest in two 
years ago? What was it you were 
going to do with those faded ends 
of wallpaper rolls?) 
And don’t ask me why I wrap­ 
ped up four old window shades so 
carefully and shelved them. Give 
the heave-ho to the wornout, the 
outgrown, the never-used. 
ARer the closet is emptied, the 
next s t ^ is a thorough cleaning 
and, for good measure, a spray­ 
ing with insecticide a l o n g the 
cracks. Old wood flooring where 
cracks ab ound and where the join­ 
ing b etween flooring and b aseb oard 
is not tight is unsightly and a clean­ 
ing hazard. 
One remedy worth the effort, in 
my opinion, is to cover flooring 
with resilient tile such as an as­ 
phalt or a vinyl asb estos tile. 
This will take the man of the 


house only a short time to install 
and will give you a closet floor 
that’s easy to maintain. The con­ 
sultants advise me to use a light- 
colored, marb elized tile b ecause it 
looks clean and fresh and b ecause 
it will reflect more light into the 
closet interior. 
Another aid to lighter, b righter- 
looking closets is to use light colors 
on the walls. This could b e ac­ 
complished with a fresh co£ ^ of 
paint or new wallpaper. One new, 
quilted, adhesive-b acked paper is 
especially designed for closets. A 
simple fluorescent light f i x t ur e 
with a metal reflector will also 
shed b right b ut glareless light into 
formerly dark corners. 
The last step is to organize the 
items you’re returning to the closet. 


Garment b ags, hat b oxes, shoe 
b ags and similar closet accessories 
are so pretty and relatively inex­ 
pensive you can treat your clothing 
to such dust-free containers. 
Mothproofed winter clothing can 
b e protected in new b ags with a 
spt'cial zipper pocket for moth 
crystals. 
If housekeeping equipment here­ 
tofore shared some of the closet 
space, you may b e ab le to move 
it to more convenient locations. 
The ironing b oard, for example, 
might b e easier to use if it were 
a wall or docw* facing can now b e 
fitted with a variety of b rackets 
and large hook. 
On it you could 
hang b rooms, mop, vacuum clean­ 
er hose and carpet sweeper to keep 
them off the floor. 


Russia Renews

W.ASHINGTON (^ R ussia has 
renewed — this time through for­ 
mal diplomatic channels — its ef­ 
forts to pin down responsib ility to 
what it calls an American wiretap 
tunnel b etween East and West 
Berlin.

American military officials have 
neither confirmed nor denied the 
charges, saying only the case had 
b een reported to Washington. 
The State Department said last 
night, “The U.S. government has 
regarded this as a local matter, 
and is surprised that the Soviet 
government has 
now raised 
it 
through diplomatic channels.” 
That was the department’s re 
action to a Russian announcement 
that a formal note had b een de­ 
livered to the U.S. Emb assy in 
Moscow Tuesday night 
Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, said the note called on 
the U.S. government “to take the 
necessary mea.sures to pin down 
resp{>nsiib ility within the American 
authorities . . . so that those will 
b e punished and to guarantee that 
such activity will not b e permitted 
again.”

WASHINGTON. M ay 31~iJ» l-The 
gov ernm ent will offer farm ers pay­ 
m ents this year for plowing under 
im m ature crops of wheat, cotton, 
corn, rice, peanuts and tobacco as 
a m eans of reducing production of 
troublesom e farm surpluses. 
The offer was m ade by Secre­ 
tary of A griculture Benson today 
under a soil bank program which 
was authorized by a new farm law 
signed Monday by President E i­ 
senhower. 
The 
program 
authorizes 
total 
paym ents up to $1,200,000,000 a 
year through 1959. 
Sees No Great Respo nse 
Benson told a news conference 
he had no idea how m any farm ers 
will take adv antage of the offer, 
but he expressed belief that the 
num ber will not be great because 
of the lateness of the planing and 
growing season. He did say, how­ 
ev er, that he expected a big pa r­ 
ticipation next year 
The 
rates 
for

crops already seeded, or for not 
planting

will 
av erage 
nationally 
about $40 an acre for cw n, $24 for 
wheat, $70 for cotton and $34 for 
rice. 
R ates for peanuts and tobacco 
will be announced later. 
Pay Depends On Co mpliance 
Benson said any paym ents e a rn ­ 
ed will be m ade as soon as farm er 
com pliance 
can 
be 
determ ined, 
which presum ably would be this 
sum m er or early fall. 
The secretary said the paym ents 
will not be offered for plowing un­ 
der m ature crops because the pub­ 
lic probably would not look with 
fav or on it. This would tend to 
rule out m uch of the w inter wheat 
crop grown in the G reat Plains and 
Midwest and E astern states. Most 
of this crop already has m atured 
or is near that stage.

Lawn Must Be Well-Kept— 
Simplicity and Good Use of Trees Help 
Show Off the Best in Any New Garden 


By Mrs. E. H. Hildebrandt 
Garden Club No. 1 
Thomas Church tells us in his 
new book “ Gardens are for peo­ 
ple” . They are all designed for peo­ 
ple, some who love a garden for 
its own sake, others who merely 
want a garden for outdoor living. 
Like their owners, each garden has 
individuality of its own. It takes 
unusual 
talent 
to 
produce that 
beautiful picture of the ideal home, 
done 
with originality 
and good 
taste. 
Skip the first impulse to enclose 
yourself with a screen planting and 
high walls. Instead, look out your 
window at the neighboring prop­ 
erty, someone else is maintaining 
It and paying the taxes and you 
are enjoying it. 
Put as few obstacles and divert­ 
ing lines as pos.«?ible between you 
and your view, if you want it to 
retain all its drama. Distant views 
of mountains and water, intimate- 
views of hills and woods, 
views 
over cities at night, all have end­ 
less fascinations for people. There 
are 
plains, 
meadows, 
ripening 
crops and new-mown fields, “ rocks 
and rills and templed hills” all a 
part of God’s handiwork, but our 
most intimate view begins with our 
lawn. A good, well-kept lawn is our 
greatest asset. It provides a frame 
for the garden picture. This is the 
key to your garden, it is really the 
carpet to your outdoor living room. 
The lawn is to the garden picture 
what a sweep of meadow is to the 
natural landscape by the constant 
play of lights and shadows over its 
surface. It gives life and movement 
to the whole scene. 
The size of the lawn area has 
much to do with its effect, for 
there is a relationship btitween the 
size and extent of the area to be 
planted. 
Trees must be placed so that 
they cast, shadows on your lawn 
and not the area 
beyond your 
neighbors fence. Plant them where 
you can get the most shade during 
the hot summer months. Choose 
trees that are sturdy, branch well, 
are lovely to look at in different 
seasons and in keeping with the 
home. Trees delight us with their 
cool green foliage in the spring and 
summer, transforming into a riot 
of color with the coming of autumn. 
Tree blossoms pleasure our senses, 
tree fruits provide delicious food, 
trees are a part of every scene 
of beauty, they merit our ¿ffection 
and care in return for what they 
contribute to the happiness of liv 
ing, find a place in the picture for 
flowering trees, redbud, dogwood, 
magnolia, 
crab apple, flowering 
peach and mimosa. 
Nothing is lovelier than white 
dogwood against a background of 
r ^ brick, a redbud against a white, 
pink dogwood or magnolia against 
grey houses. 
Creating a picture from our win 
dow is a Joy and one we can enjoy 
the year around, so place under 
the magnolia a grouping of your 
own favorite daffodils, outline with 
blue hyacinths, the red emperor 
tulips around your white dogwood 
and white Darwin tulips around 
the crab apple, 


la plaating a garden, strive for 


simplicity and by all means do not 
overplant. Give it room to grow 
and breathe and try to visualize 
your garden as it will look with 
several years of growth. 
One of the most outstanding 
characteristics of our gardens is 
the close relationship to the living 
of our homes. Our design is open 
and free and generally embraces 
the rear or side portion of the 
property. Most gardens are laid 
out on a main line that begins at 
a door or window, then it must 
have a definite or satisfying and 
what we would call the point of 
interest. This could be a bench 
around a tree, a bird bath, bird 
feeder or even a patio with barbe- 
que oven, tables and chairs. 
Establish your line, which is 
usually a property line, with per­ 
haps a fence. This gives you some­ 
thing to work from.
